Foreign Intelligence. 


EUROPEAN TURKEY.—The late arrival at 
New York, from France, does not bring any news 
of importance. Some of the reports which have 
reached us respecting engagements, are unfound- 
ed. The siege of Silistria was about to commence. 
Varna and Sisepolis were strongly fortified by the 
Russians. It is said that the Porte receives sup- 
plies into his treasury from some one of the pow- 
ers of Europe, to enable him to carry on his opera- 
tions.

— During the extreme heat of summer, our houses 
of public worship, as well as our dwelling houses, 
may be kept cool and comfortable, by a little atten- 
tion.

The 
blinds and shutters, if there be any, should likewise 
be shut, in order to prevent the glass from being 
heated, and conveying the heat within. If the 
doors be kept closed until the heat of the day, 
when the room is required for use, the air will be 
found of the same temperature that it was in the 
morning when first shut. This fact depends on the 
same principle as the evenness of the temperature 
of our cellars, which are cool in summer and warm 
in winter, solely because the external air is exclud- 
ed from them.
